U. S. Forecaster H. A. Downs pre- 
dicted rain or snow over most sec- 
tions of the northeastern areas to- 
day with a gradual rise in temper- 
atures. Cloudy and colder weather 
was expected generally throughout 
eastern states. 

The storm which battered the 
coast was centered today over the 
northern New England section. It 
reached a peak force of 65 miles an 
hour in new York and caused one 
death at New Brunswick, N. J. Two 
persons were killed at Pinson, Ala 

The gales swept along the south- 
ern seaboard from Georgia, damag- 
ing far mproperty and injuring sev- 
eral persons. A windstorm damaged 
more than 100 homes and injured 
three persons at Asheville, N. C., 
and. others injured one man and 
damaged several homes at Washing- 
ton, N. J., and ripped off the roof 
of a church at Jersey City.

LOS ANGELES (UP) — High 
winds whipped through Southern 
California early today, causing sev- 
eral injuries from the hundreds of 
falling trees. and one traffic death 
to blinding dust. 

A large cedar tree crashed 
through the roof of a two story 
house in Pasadena and slightly in- 
jured a_ sleeping boy, Kenishi 
Hamane, 3 years of age. Lya Lys, 
Russian actress, was knocked down 
by a 250 foot ‘Acacia tree blown 
down at Warher Brothers’ movie 
studio.
